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Rate Boost Ahead? 


A shift in the taxing policy of 
the Menlo Park city council was 
indicated this week, and may re- 
sult in an inerease in the city tax. 
rate for the next fiscal year, the 
first such boost ‘in the city in 
eight years. 

The increase would furnish part 
of the funds necessary to build a 
municipal library on land which 
the city hopes to receive free from 
the federal government. 

City Manager. C. L. Longson 
now is preparing an application 
for the parcel, roughly three-quar- 
ters of, an acre in size, which lies 
between the police department 
and Ravenswood avenue. In the 
application; Longson told council- 
men in their informal meeting 
Tuesday night, the city must show 
how it intends to finance con- 
struction of the library with 18 
months from receipt of title to the 
property. 


Study Action 
For Village 
School Site 


Menlo Park Elementary School 
District trustees were conferring 
with John Melville, Federal Pub- 
lic Housing administrator in San 
Francisco ‘yesterday, in an effort 
to learn what steps must be taken 
to secure a school site in Stanford 
Village. 

The meet was set Saturday, as 
the school board also moved to 
ask Stanford university.for a lease 
of two buildings immediately east 
of those previously discussed as 
potential emergency classrooms, 
so that the school district might 
be able to get an “educational dis- 
count” on five acres, rather than 
three, in the Village. 

Besides enlarging the area on 
which the district can ask an 
educational discount, the use of 
buildings on ‘the “300” row of 
the Village will eliminate traffic 
problems which might result if 
children were to occupy the 

buildings closér te Hare? street. 

The street, according to District 
Superintendent Dr. Mel Homfeld, 
might sooner or later become a 
maior thoroughfare. 

The buildings currently being 
negotiated for are themselves 
larger than those at the Laurel 
street-Burgess drive intersection; 
this does not necessarily mean, 
however, that they will hold more 
classrooms. 

Trustees also discused pupil 
placement for next year, in light 
of the possible building rental in 
Stanford Village. They directed 
the administration to draw up “at- 
tendance areas.”

Plan for Library on Free Land 
Hints Change in City Tax Policy 


Mayor Charles P. Burgess pro 
posed that the amount—roughly 
, estimated at some $70,000 — be 
taken from the general fund o! 
the city. 

He pointed out that the ex- 
penditure is one the city can 
readily handle through its reg- 
ular taxes, and that the council 
has the power to levy taxes of 
up to $1 per $100 of assessed 
valuation for any city purpose. 

Councilman William R. Lawson 
raised the question of whether the 
use of general funds for capital 
improvement was not against pre 
vious policy, and whether such ¢ 
project should be submitted to the 
voters in a bond election. 

Burgess countered that the city 
previously had used general funds 
for small capital improvements, as 
in the cast of construction of the 
offices for the city building in- 
spector and water department, and 
that the only other major projects 
the city had undertaken were of 
such magnitude that they could 
not have been handled through an- 
nual taxes. 

OTHER PROJECTS 

Lawson warned that, if the 
project is undertaken on this bas- 
is, the council must be prepared to 
take similar action in the future 
on other projects or to show why 
they do not meet the special cir- 
cumstances that affect the library 
decision. 

Councilman Vaile S. Andrus 
commented that, to him, the op- 
portunity of acquiring free land 
‘worth’ a possible $30,000 war- 
ranted the uvusual handling of 
the library project. 

Jack Peake, chairman of the city 
library board of trustees, told the 
council that the proposed location 
for the library was ideal in the 
minds of board members. He said

the trustees are thinking in terms 
of a 6,000-square-foot structure 
that might be enlarged in the fu- 
ture to some 10,000 square feet. 

Design, he said, probably would 
be ranch-style, and should be 
planned as a unit of the eventual 
community center. 
2-YEAR PLAN 

Longson proposed that the struc- 
ture be financed through taxes 
spread over two years, with some | 
15 centers per $100 of valuation] 
being levied the first year, and the 
necessary balance, expected to be 
somewhat less, the following year. 


The city this year budgeted 
$6820 toward maintenance of the 
present branch of the county free 
library here, with the county li- 
brary system supplying the bal- 
ance of the funds. Burgess point- 
ed out that, by erecting the li- 
brary building with cash, the city 
would be capitalizing its expendi- 
tures for this purpose, while free- 
ing the county from rental costs 
so that its funds could be applied 
to operation and better service.

Menlo Park Elemenary Schoo! 
District Citizens’ council — this

The brochure has been distri- 
buted by more than 250 members 
of the area’s four PTA’s, as those 
groups moved their whole-hearted 
endorsement of the measure. 

All three candidates for posts 
on the district board of trustees 
have indicated their support for 
the measure also. 

In a series of articles appearing 
in the Recorder, additional rea- 
sons why the measure should be 
passed have been voiced by the 
district’s five trustees. 

Basically, as recapitulated in 
the brochure, the district’s cita- 
tion is as follows: 

In order to maintain clasas at 
their present size without going 
into double sessions, the district 
will need 87 classrooms next fall. 
It presently has 77 classroms. 
However, nine of these were orig- 
inally designed for special uses— 
music, crafts and other uses—so 
the shortage is even more acute.

An impressive series of en- 
dorsements, along with intensive 
“Spade work” throughout the ccdn- 
munity, this week climaxed the 
campaign in behalf of passage 
of the Menlo Park Elementary 
School District’s $398,000 bond 
issue, on which voters will cast 
ballots tomorrow. 

Twelve of the city’s major or- 
ganizations, 


along with many 
others, have passed resolutions 


endorsing the measure. More than 
250 members of the school dis- 
trict’s PTA’s, and other campaign- 
ers, have been listed as active as 
the campaign draws to a close. 

And on the more general 
level, the county’s 17th district 
Caliiornia Congress of Parents 
and Teachers’ president urged 
all parents to go to the polls, 
voting not alone on finance 
measures but indicating their 
approval of the volunteer, un- 
paid efforts of school trustcys 
in all districts, in behalf of 
public education. 
“In Menlo Park, the district’s

voluntary group set up to study 
the district’s needs and the Menlo 
Park Chamber of Commerce.

Confessed Slayer 
Draws Year

Nahmens pleaded 
guilty to involuntary  man- 
slaughter following the finding 
of the body oi Mrs. Melvina 
Chisman, 39, in her car on Sand- 

hill road April 13. 

About 20 friends of the 13-year 
resident of the city were in court 
Monday, to hear sentence passed 
by Superior Judge Louis B. De- 
matteis. 

Nahmens was taken into cus- 
tody by sheriff's officers only a 
few hours after the finding of the 
body of Mrs. Chisman, when it 
was found that the two had left a 
Menlo Park beer parlor together 
on the eve of the tragic event. 
TELLS STORY 

Nahmens, at first told investi- 
gating sheriff's officers he had 
taken the woman to his home, 
where she had intended to rest 
for a few hours before returning 
to her home in Berkeley. 

According to his original story, 
to which he stuck during a week 
of intensive grilling, the woman 
had left his home at an unknown 
hour, after he had gone to bed. 

On the advice of Attorney Ray- 
mond Daba, however, and in the 
face of growing accounts of evi- 
dence, the accused man pleaded 
guilty to involuntary manslaugh- 
ter. 

He said that he and Mrs. Chis- 
man had engaged in a {ight at 
his home; that he had flung 
her backward away from him 
after she bit him during the 
course of the altercation and 
that she had hit her head on a 
hanging shelf. 

Sheriff Earl Whitmore, follow- 
ing further intensive investigation 
and checking of the evidence by 
state crime laboratories in Sacra- 
mento, announced that Nahmen’s 
story “hung together” very well.

after, the atomic blast for 
tion Cue. 

At the 4700 foot line (corres- 
ponding to six miles for a hydro- 
gen bomb of the type that has 
een exploded in the Pacific), a 
brick house and a frame house 
were demolished, while two one- 
story homes, one of reinforced 
concrete masonry, and one of pre- 
cast expanded-shale concrete, both 
survived intact, except for the 
doors and windows. These last two 
homes were both designed to meet 
the California earthquake require- 
ments and FHA standards. In 
short, they were typical of our Cal- 
ifornia concrete block construc- 
tion. 

Although the frame house 
was destroyed in the blast, a re- 
inforced concrete bathroom shel- 
ter was intact. <A two - story 
frame house located 5500 feet 
from the blast was severely dam- 
aged, but a bathroom shelter 
there also gave complete protec- 
tion from the explosion. 

Additional homes were located 
at 7800 feet, and 10,500 feet ,all 
suffering damage, but all could be 
made habitable at not excessive 
cost. Windows and doors were 
blown out, but except for the two 
collapsed houses, the greatest 
danger to occupants appeared to 
have been flying glass, Venetian 
blinds, furniture, and other frag- 
ments. 

Rather spectacular was the re- 
sult of the test on the large liqui- 
fied petroleum tank on the 4700- 
foot line. Except for a charred 
spot where dark-painted lettering 
had previously been, this alumin- 
um coated structure gave no indi- 
cation of having been in the path 
of the atomic blast. The tank was 
three-quarters filled with butane, 
and was turned on in our presence 
to demonstrate that it was un- 
harmed. The aluminum paint re- 
flected the brief though intense 
heat, and the mass was sufficient 
to withstand the blast effect. 

In the open at a distance of 
about 6500 feet was a group of 
mannequins in varied types of 
clothing. Those dressed in white, 
or with white canvas covering 
thrown about them, escaped 
burn damage. 

Dark clothing, however, 
to reflect the intense, brief heat 
Wave, and one mannequin was 
burned to a crisp as a result of his 
attire, while another was severe- 
ly burned on this account. 

Loose clothing was better pro- 
tection than tight. Perhaps for the 
atomic age, white cotton clothing 
will be in order for the summer, 
while polar bear skins will be pop- 
ular for winter attire. 

Formal evening wear might well 
standarize on that silver lame’ 
suit that Liberace appeared in at 
the Riviera. 

For myself, I would prefer to 
apply a coat of aluminum paint to 
my suits and hope I fare like the 
butane tank in the test.

STANFORD — A new kind of 
business manager, who knows he 
can’t get rich from his job or make 
his son his successor, but who has 
brought integrity and dignity to 
American business, has been de- 
veloped in recent decades, accord- 
ing to Robert L. Minckler of 66 
Virginia lane, Atherton, president 
of General Petroleum corporation, 
speaking at Saturday’s annual din- 
ner of the university graduate 
school of business at Stanford Un- 
ion. 

“Today’s business manager is a 
success—measured by the respect 
of the community,” Minckler said 
in describing the newly-developed 
sphere of management. “The day 
is past when success was measur- 
ed by wealth and power. Today’s 
manager of business must operate 
at a profit and attract more inves- 
tors in his business so that the ben- 
efits of ownership are more wide- 
spread among all the people.” 

The address, given before 

nearly 200 people at the annual 
dinner, was Minckler’s first ap- 
pearance on. the campus as a 
recently - appointed consulting 
professor of business manage- 
ment in the Stanford School of 
Business, 

The modern business manager 
is “a new kind of animal,” accord- 
ing to the petroleum company 
president, “who doesn’t get his 
authority by Divine Right, nor be- 
cause his family owns the busi- 
ness, nor because he was elected 
by a political party. He gets his 
authority by merit and he holds 
it by performance. 

“Today’s business manager is 
subjected to pressures from stock- 
holders, from employees, from

government, , from _ customers, | 
from competitors, from the gener- | 
al public. He is forced to set stand- | 
ards of performance which result | 
in great advances in social pro- | 
gress. 

NEW CONCEPT | 

“His concept of profits must be! 
that they must come from provid- 
ing greater values to his custom- 
ers at lower costs. He must be ea- 
ger to replace old methods and 
machines with better ones, eager 
to improve products and to reduce 
costs. He must keep his company 
progressive—responsible to chan- 
ges in customer demands. If he 
falters in this, his competitors will 
get him, 

“So he operates great research 
and development laboratories, 
striving to make obsolete his 
present products and processes 
and procedures. In 1920, re- 
search and development expend- 
itures were about $100 million 
per year. Today they run $4 
billion per year.” 

Minckler pointed out that busi 
nessmen today must not only sat- 
isfy the public as to the quality 
and value of his products, but also 
must satisfy the public as to the 
high character of his motives and 
ambitions. 

“What all this adds up to is con- 
stant alertness, constant change, 
constant progress,” he told the 
group. “The system under which 

today’s business manager operates 
preserves all of the satisfactions 
there are in personal liberty. It re- 
cognizes the dignity of the indi- 
vidual. It rewards meritorious 
service. It provides for progress. 
It serves the people. Best of all, it 
works.”

We were sure that 
Ireland must be every bit as love- 
ly as the songs being sung that ev- 
ening—by soloist or in communi- 
ty singing style. For wasn't the 
picture of the Lake of Kilarney, 
with the castle, right there before 
us on that same curtain?

Stagestruck from the first, we 
were sure that more romantic 
Dlays or players could never be 
found to top performances of 
Warren “Kip” Morey and the Ir- 
ish colleen, Pat Sullivan. Pat and 
Kip are Mr. and Mrs. now, with a 
young family of their own. 

Maybe we'll never again hear 
such a lovely voice as that of the 
late Ray Tinney singing in a beau- 
tiful tenor the old songs everyone 
loved then and still does.
